gom and integrity of former ages,the 
happy ſecurity of the preſent, and all 
concerns and hopes for the future. 
Fur had we a conliderative view 
into the cauſes, atings, and termina- 
tions of thoſe grand occurrences , 
whichfirſt ſtartle,then leave us as much 
careleſs as unſatisfied ; we ſhould ad- 
mire the deep agencies of Providence. 
Did every one bur ſeriouſly regard 
the - wonders that have {ignaliz'd a 
Zrear part of hisown private —_— 
al 
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and conrinyencies ; the notices ariſing 
thence would {new how he had been 
acted and guided by anorher hand and 
intention, beſide and beyond his own. 
Round about how many notable in- 
ſtances daily break torth- ro inſtru& 
us , that Blind Nature alone could 
not ſo happily Time and finiſh her 
wile miſtakes> As Embrvos we can- 
not conceive much of the Order and 
Power of the Intelle&ual World. But 
I am per{waded much more 1s done 
among us by the concurrence of good 
and Evil Spirits, in common converſe 
and Accidents, than we imagine Or 
obſerve. Had we an hiftory of thoſe 
unaccountable remedies ( which are
